IMRE NAGY, PREMIFR OF FREE HUNGARY 
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The names at the top of this page are war dead. 
Theirs is the oldest continuous war in the 
world today: that between the people of East- 
ern Europe and their alien Russian rulers. 
The four names that joined the list last week 
—Nagy, Maleter, Gimesz, Szilagy—are vic- 
tims of the most shocking atrocity in that 
war since the suppression of the Hungarian 
revolt of 1956. 

Americans who saw pictures and reports of 
that revolt (Lire, Nov. 5 and 12, 1956) will 
not soon forget the incredible courage of the 
Hungarians, or the treacherous brutality with 
which the Soviets subdued it. Hungary's re- 
sistance was overpowered. But Soviet treach- 
ery, which now announces the “trial” and exe- 
cution of these men, goes on. General Maleter 
was betrayed and kidnaped while negotiating 
a truce. Nagy, also betrayed into capture, was 
the last legal premier of Hungary. In its sting- 
ing report of last year, the U.N. condemned 
both Moscow and its puppet Kadar regime in 
Budapest for this conspiracy and invasion. 
With U.N. resolutions for Soviet troop with- 
drawal and for free elections in Hungary, Ka- 
dar has refused to comply. He even refused 
for over a year to answer questions about 
Nagy and Maleter—until this spine-chilling 
announcement (from Moscow) of last week. 
Small wonder the whole free world shares one 
sense of outrage, insult and helpless shock. 

Look again at that list. If the names seem 
strange, their deaths mark stages in a bloody 
history that involves us all. The war between 
the Kremlin and the people of Eastern Europe, 
a smoldering constant since 1919, erupted vio- 
lently in Poland in 1944. The rape of Czecho- 
slovakia in 1948 killed Russia’s last hope of 
buying Western indifference. In 1953 uprisings 
in Czechoslovakia and East Germany demon- 
strated that this war will not die down like a 
tired fire. Poland's “October” of "56, and Hun- 
gary’s bloody November, repeated the lesson 
in a louder key. The durability of Titoism re- 
inforces it by showing that the Red army need 
not win and will not even accept all the battles. 


The names on this list are not 100% heroic, 
They range from fine old democrats like Ro- 
mania’s Maniu to ruthless Communists like 
Bulgaria’s Kostov. But they all had one thing 
in common: a spark of patriotism lighted their 
ways to death. They all stood in some measure 
against complete Soviet domination of their 
countries. That is why the Soviets killed them, 

A full list of martyrs would be almost end- 
less. Now there will be still more. The uncon- 
querable Poles, aware how narrowly they es- 
caped Hungary's harrow- 
ing in 1956, quip bitterly: 
“How terrible is the past 
that awaits us!" For Poles 
have most conspicuously 
“paraded the pirate flag 
of national Communism” 
—the official Muscovite 
curse on Nagy. The killing 
of Nagy is Khrushchev’s 
way of saying: “We are 
strong and we act.” 

But the same act echoes: 
“We are weak.” 

Nagy alive was a sort of 
asset to the Russians. His 
execution has destroyed 
all the Soviet credit for 
“relaxation of tensions,” 
summitry and the like, carefully built up since 
October 1956. Why was Nagy’s life worth the 
squandering of all this credit? Because the Rus- 
sians were scared about something. 

The “something” is the new tendency in 
the Communist world called revisionism. Like 
the Trotskyism on which the Russians lay- 
ished so much vituperation in the “30s, this 
new tendency advocates a loosening of the 
Soviet dictatorship. But where Trotskyism was 
internationalist, revisionism grew up around 
the nationalism of men like Tito, Gomulka 
—and Nagy. Revisionism demands not only 
more satellite independence from Moscow, 
but more independence for peoples from their 
Communist governments. Revisionism is a

frame of mind receptive to argument and 
free discussion—precisely the things most fe 
tal to the Moscow system. And it spreads— 
even in the Soviet Union. *‘A thinking man,” 
says the hero of Dudintsev’s now proscribed 
novel Not By Bread Alone, ‘‘cannot refrain 
from thinking.” 

The police state is showing its teeth because 
it has to. The soft line abroad had raised too 
many destructive questions back home. For 
questions will kill Khrushchev's empire as 
surely as his noose killed 
Imre Nagy. 

And what can the U.S, 
do to hasten this result? 

A policy of “liberation 
by declamation” is obvi- 
ously not good enough. 
So long as the Red army 
sits on the satellites, the 
use of force is an issue. 
We live in daily danger of 
another Hungary, anoth- 
er cry for Western help, 
another anguished but in- 
adequate U.S. response. 
Since a nuclear military 
response would be self- 
defeating, U.S. strategists 
must devise a more appro- 
priate kind of force for winning what may be 
anew kind of guerrilla war. Corps of East Eu- 
ropean exiles trained with the U.S. troops, 
volunteer units like General Chennault’s, mo- 
bile units both overt and covert—such are the 
kinds of forces we may need. Not half enough 
preparation has been made for this all too 
possible emergency. 

Without the option of force, political and 
economic weapons cannot win independence 
for the satellite. Nevertheless these weap- 
ons can help them make their enslavement 
a continuing liability to Moscow. The more 
Moscow probes our vulnerable flank in the 
Middle East, the more we should probe Rus- 
sia’s much more vulnerable flank in Eastern 


Europe. Such is the purpose of economic aid 
to Poland, to Yugoslavia and to any other 
accessible East European fronts. 

The U.N. General Assembly is a congeries 
of small nations which also highly value their 
e. It is therefore a natural forum 
mpionship of this undying cause. 
When the law of nations is as starkly affront 
ed as in the case of Hungary, there should be 
no limit to our diplomatic pressure in the As- 
sembly for legal redress. Certainly we should 
demand that the U.S. refuse accreditation to 
the delegates of the illegal and murderous 
Kadar regime. For a year the U.N. has been 
kicking this accreditation issue under the rug. 
It should be resolved at once 

The proposed “summit conference” was a 
Khrushchev ploy to win endorsement of the 
status quo in Eastern Europe. Since the peo- 
ple there can never accept this, neither can 
we ever endorse it. But this does not imply 
a new U.S. rupture with the Kremlin. On the 
contrary: we should now bend all our ef- 
forts to wideni 
Iron Curtain that Khrushchev threatens to 
close. We should push the exchange of obser 
ers with Russia, be they scientists and stu- 
dents, dancers or travelers. Every question 
about Communism planted in the mind of 
any Russian is another stone removed from 
the Communist wall. 

The Hungarian revolt of 1956 destroyed 
forever a great falsehood about Soviet Com- 
munism: that it is a ‘reg 
ers.” In Archibald MacLeish’s words, “The 
Hungarian dead have torn that mask off. 
Their fingers hold its tatters in their graves. 
A similar falsehood, that Communism. re- 
spects the sovereignty of nations. is refuted 
daily by the continuing war in the satellites. 
On this issue every patriot, Communist or 
not, is an ally of the truth. And as the false- 
hoods are one by one destroyed, so must 
Communism crumble. The real cold war, to 
which the U.S. must remain ever dedicated, 
is the war between falsehood and truth.

A Lot More Than Meets the Eye 


CRITICS TO THE CONTRARY, B.B.’S APPEAL IS NOT LIMITED TO HER BODY 


N gaining her present eminence, Brigitte 

Bardot has had certain advantages beyond 
those she was born with. Like the European 
sports car, she has arrived on the American 
scene at a time when the American public is 
ready, even hungry, for something racier and 
more realistic than the familiar domestic prod- 
uct. American actresses, like American four- 
door sedans, seem to have grown more and 
more standardized in styling. 

No Hollywood girl can play a mechanic's 
wife or even an early western rancher’s daugh- 
ter without being made up as precisely as the 
Marquise de Pompadour and garbed like a Main 
Line heiress. By contrast, an actress who lets 
her hair get in her e: as though 
she could perspire at least lightly and who 
wriggles greedily as she kisses a man come 
a revelation, 

Brigitte, to put it bluntly, is also permitt 
to take off more of her clothes than a Holly 
wood star and can get away with scenes more 
risqué than Hollywood would dare to attempt. 
The importers of foreign films pay no atten- 
tion to the U.S. industry's mechanism of self- 
censorship, and little more to the National Le- 
gion of Decency. The only authority to which 
they must submit is that of the state censor 
boards, which tend to be lenient with im- 
ported films because dialogue in French or 
Italian is incomprehensible to most Ameri- 
cans and because the English subtitles tend 
to be static in the extreme, State boards are 
also lenient because, theoretically at any rate, 
the pictures are seen only by relatively small 
and sophisticated audiences.

In her case the impact is es 
pecially disturbing because even at her silliest 
she can force spectators to rediscover in them- 
selves those subterranean facets of human 
character which humans spend a great deal of 
their time denying. No one denies these facets 
more vigorously than her critics—prof 
al and amateur, male and female—who stolid- 
ly imply that she leaves them unmoved.

A new series explores Charles Darwin’s world of nature 


With this issue Lire begins a major series to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of a great turning point in human thought. The 
series will take readers on a voyage of rediscovery to the jungles, 
grasslands and desert isles where the master naturalist, Charles 
Darwin, probed the secrets of nature and came to an astounding 
conclusion: that life on earth is the product of evolution. 
Darwin’s theory of evolution was first announced to the world 
on July 1, 1858, in the London hall shown above.

NATURE’S PLAN 


A voyage led young Englishman to epochal evolution theory

dignified assembly room of the Linnean Society of London, Few 

if any of those who attended the scientific meeting realized the 
full implications of what was communicated to it. The idea whose force 
was to shake the world had been nourished in the mind of Charles Rob- 
ert Darwin for 20 years and more, ever since his famous voyage around 
the globe in H.M.S. Beagle. The reading of the papers excited little 
attention at the time. ‘The only published notice of them which I can 
remember,” wrote Darwin long afterward, ‘was by Professor Haugh- 
ton of Dublin, whose verdict was 
that all that was new in them was 
false, and what was true was old,”” 

“This shows how necessary it 
is,” added the chief protagonist 
of natural selection, ‘that any 
new view should be explained at 
considerable length in order to 
arouse public attention.” Darwin 
was right, In the next year his 
greatest work, The Origin of Spe- 
cies, was published—a long book, 
condensed from an unfinished 
treatise which would have been 
five times longer—and not until 
then did the world begin to quiv- 
er and stir under the shock. 

The idea of evolution, the no- 
tion that living things might 
share a common descent, had 
been held by some before Charles 
Darwin was born in 1809. Dar- 
win’s own grandfather, Erasmus 
Darwin, had even groped toward 
the idea of selection, only to let 
it slip. The meticulous, obsessive 
mind of Charles Darwin discov- 
ered in a flash of genius evolu- 
tion’s agent: natural selection. 
As Ornithologist James Fisher 
has said: ‘No subsequent synthe- 
sis of thought—not even the theo- 
ry of relativity—has so humbled 
man, so purged his self-conscious- 


A HUNDRED years ago the theory of evolution was born in the 


tool house of the Darwin home garden with his older brother Erasmus. 

In 1825, when Charles was only 16, his father sent him and Erasmus 
to Edinburgh to study medicine. Charles dozed through most of the 
purely medical lectures, was disgusted by the dissection bench and hor- 
rified at the operation table. But he sat enthralled at the great Amer- 
ican bird-artist Audubon’s lectures to the Wernerian Society, and he 
spent much time ransacking rock-pools or trawling with the Newhaven 
oystermen, When scarcely 17 he read to a student society his first sci- 
entific paper, on two small but interesting discoveries in marine biology. 

‘ Robert Darwin was a strict fa- 
ther. When it was clear that his 
son was not cut out for medicine, 
the elder Darwin decided that the 
young man should go into the 
ministry. Charles accepted with- 
outany overt struggle, conquered 
his scruples about belief in all the 
dogmas of the Church of Eng- 
land ard in 1828 entered Christ's 
College, Cambridge with the in- 
tention of taking a degree and 
becoming ordained. Years later 
he wrote, *‘I liked the thought of 
being a country clergyman,” but 
added (in a passage suppressed 
by his family from his posthu- 
mous Autobiography and only 
recently published), ‘It never 
struck me how illogical it was 
to say that I believed in what L 
could not understand and what 
is in fact unintelligible.” 

At Cambridge Darwin contin- 
ued to “waste” his time on things 
that interested him, concentrat- 
ing only upon what he was sup- 
posed to do to a suffi ient extent 
to take him through his exami- 
nations which he managed easily 
enough. It was no part of his pre- 
scribed course to attend the lec- 
tures of Professor J. S. Henslow 
on botany, or to accompany him

What 
was the evolution of Charles Dar- 

win himself? It is worth dwelling on his formative years, for they teach 
us something of the flowering of genius. 

When he was a schoolboy Darwin read The Natural History of Sel- 
borne by Gilbert White, the curate who became the father of field 
natural history, and wondered “why every gentleman did not become 
an ornithologist.” Beetle-hunting, mineral-collecting, bird-watching 
and shooting were the passions of Darwin’s youth. His father, Dr. 
Robert Darwin, a successful, commonsensical and domineering medi- 
cal practitioner in Shrewsbury, sent him to Shrewsbury school as a 
boarder under the famous Dr. Butler. There he stole apples, collect- 
ed eggs, went fishing, forgot the lines of Virgil and Homer, enjoyed 
geometry—and earned the nickname of “Gas” as well as a public 
rebuke from Dr. Butler for conducting chemical experiments in the 


listen to music, invent new meth- 
ods of collecting beetles, read 
works by the naturalist-explorer, Von Humboldt, and the philosopher- 
scientist, Herschel, practice shooting in his rooms with percussion cap 
and candle flame, or finally, having received his degree, to spend a va- 
cation with Professor Adam Sedgwick, pursuing the complex geology 
of the ancient rocks of North Wales. It was at the end of this trip with 
Sedgwick in 1831 that Darwin's whole life reached its point of balance, 
and he waited with anticipation while others decided for him. 
Returning to The Mount, the family home at Shrewsbury, he found 
two sensational letters awaiting him. One was from George Peacock, a

by numbers. No single one of them was a rey- 
elation to him, but all of them together gradu- 
ally persuaded his cautious mind that the di- 
versity of life on earth had been created by a 
natural process of evolution. 

The voyage was no pleasure tour. On ship- 

‘d Darwin suffered agonies of seasickness. 
On land he caught more than a tourist’s quota 
of intestinal ills. But he soon learned to work 
ona queasy stomach and to hold the deck for 
hours observing porpoises or porcupine fish, 
sea gulls or sperm whales. His more important 
studies on land were made when the Beagle, 
in the course of mapping some little-known 
shoreline, could leave him in a place for 
weeks or months until she doubled back to 
pick him up. The most fruitful of his sojourns 
ashore will be described in detail in later in- 
stalments of Lire’s Darwin Centennial series. 

The first long stopover was Brazil. In the 
tropic forest Darwin wandered *‘in a chaos of 
delight,” netting so many insects that his ship- 
mates dubbed him “‘the flycatcher,” He hunt- 
ed rheas with the gauchos and learned to’stave 
off hunger on the pampas by smoking cigarcts 
and drinking maté. In Patagonia he met his 
first llamas and found he could attract their 
notice by lying on his back and kicking his 
legs. Here too he unearthed fossil monsters 
like Megatherium and Scelidotherium, two Ice 
‘Age ground sloths which could rear up on 
their hind legs and browse at treetops. Sens- 
ing the kinship of such extinct giants with 
smaller living forms, he mused on their possi- 
ble common ancestry. 

Ona side trip to the Falklands he lost a wres- 
tling bout with a jackass penguin which he 
tried to block from the ocean, In the somber 
forest of Tierra del Fuego he saw a human 
female suckling her child while sleet melted 
on their naked bodies. The sight convinced 
him that human beings were not so far re- 
moved from animals as he had believed. 

After the 90-foot Beagle rode out 24 days of 
terrifying tempests off Cape Horn he visited 
the Chiloe Islands where he captured a rare fox 
simply by walking up to it and knocking it on 
the head. In Chile he witnessed the great 
earthquake of 1835 and measured a two-foot 
rise in land level caused by it. Later when 
he found fossil seashells at 13,000 feet in the 
Andes he knew how they had been lifted there. 

In the Galapagos, Darwin amused himself 
riding the backs of giant tortoises. He also not- 
ed that isolation had made the tortoises differ- 
ent from one island to the ncat—an observa- 
tion basic to his later theories. In Tahiti he ad- 
mired the women, in Australia the platypus. 
The Cocos Islands, south of Sumatra, gave 
him a chance to study coral atolls. 

By now he was sick of being seasick and 
eager to write up the ideas which possessed 
him. When the Beagle finally rounded Cape 
Hope and reached England, Darwin was tired 
and ailing, but he had sent ahead of him, crate 
by crate, one of the finest collections of rocks, 
plants and animals ever assembled.

PLACID MEMORIES 
OF DAYS IN KENT 


During the last 40 years of his life, Darwin published an amazing num- 
ber of pioneering biological works and shook Western thought with his 
theories, But he lived in seeming leisure and deceptive calm. His retreat 
was an ungainly home amid beautiful gardens in the town of Downe in 
Kent, 20 miles from London. On returning to England he had at first 
lived in the city. But in 1842, after publishing the journal of his voyage 
and marrying Emma Wedgwood, of the wealthy pottery family, he had 
to move. Fame and his wife’s charm had made his London life too much 
of a social whirl. 

Even at Downe work came hard to him. Before publishing anything 
on an idea he was obsessive about collecting and experimenting (follow- 
ing pages) until he had overwhelming evidence for his conclusions. 
Moreover, he suffered from nausea and headaches, tension and insom- 
nia. But he was sweet-tempered. His 10 children, of whom three died 
in childhood, adored him and his wife pampered him idyllically. Each 
day between his three 14-hour-long periods of intense study, she helped 
him with his huge correspondence and endlessly read novels to him—he 
demanded happy endings and kind heroines he could love. At night she 
played backgammon with him which he frequently—vociferously—lost.

Cambridge mathematician and astronomer, in whose hands lay the 
sole nomination of naturalists to the surveying ships of the Royal 
Navy. H.M.S. Beagle, a 242-ton brig, was due to go on an extend- 
ed circumnavigation of the world. Would Charles Darwin consider 
taking the job of naturalist? With Peacock’s letter came one from 
Charles’s most valued Cambridge friend and teacher, Professor Hens- 
low. Henslow, then only 35, had himself been offered the job and 
had regretfully turned it down. “I have stated,"’ Henslow told Dar- 
win, ‘that I consider you to be the best qualified person I know of 
who is likely to undertake such a situation.” 

Next day Charles talked things over with his father, Robert Dar- 
win found the idea wild and disreputable to the character of a future 
clergyman, He felt that the job must have been offered to many oth- 
ers (it had been offered only to two), that Charles would never set- 
tle down to a steady life on his return, having once more changed 
his profession, that his accommodation on the vessel would be most 
uncomfortable and that the undertaking would be useless. But Dr. 
Darwin added an all-important rider, “If you can find any man of 
common sense who advises you to go, I will give my consent.” 

Charles felt beaten. He wrote that day to Peacock refusing the 
post, But his uncle, Josiah Wedgwood II, thought the Beagle trip was 
an exceilent idea and drove over to Shrewsbury to talk to Charles's 
father, Apparently Uncle Josiah was considered a man of common 
sense, for Dr. Darwin gave his permission. 

Charles Darwin was 22 when he sailed on the Beagle from Plym- 
outh on Dec, 27, 1831. He returned to England on Oct. 2, 1836, 
five years older, incalculably wiser, his notebooks full of facts, his 
head full of ideas and his boxes full of specimens from the long jour- 
ney (p. 72). The many fossil skeletons of mammals that he had found 
in South America had shaken his belief in the unchangeability of 
species. These creatures were of the same peculiar family types as ex- 
isting South American animals, but of quite distinct species. Darwin 
got his first glimpse of the fact that the arrangement of forms of life 
in the successive strata of the rocks showed a pattern of rise, success, 
fall and extinction that reflected the struggle for existence and showed 
that this struggle was as old as the rocks themselves. 

Darwin's good fortune in beholding the system of geology in the 
great South American continent was crowned by another decisive 
circumstance, The pattern of life he had seen around him and in the 
rocks forced him to think along broad lines in terms of continuity 
and gradual change. When the Beagle reached the oceanic archipelago 
of the Galapagos Islands on the equator 600 miles west of Ecuador, 
the conviction first dawned on Darwin that gradual change—in other 
words, evolution—must actually have occurred in living things and 
that new species must have been formed from others already existing. 
It is certain that among the ground finches (now called Darwin's 
finches) and mockingbirds and tortoises and lizards and plants of 
these isolated islands, Darwin's experiences finally crystallized his 
dawning thoughts and led him to the idea of evolution as the best 
hypothesis to account for the facts of nature. He spent the next 
20 years of his life testing this hypothesis and eventually demon- 
strated that evolution was a fact. 

In July 1837, not long after his return to England, Darwin began 
a series of notebooks on the “transmutation of species.” He was al- 
ready aware of the full implication of this idea: the probable com- 
mon ancestry of all living things on earth, including man. Though 
he soon saw how efficient human selection could be in creating new 
varieties and races of domestic animals and plants, he could not see 
how selection could operate in nature. And then, in October 1838, 
he “happened to read for amusement Malthus on Population”—I 
quote his own revealing phrase—and the idea of natural selection

The evolution of Charles Darwin as the creator of the master- 
theory of life was a slow one. He kept putting off publication of his 
work and kept pil ng up moun‘a’ns of facts in support of his ideas 
and working out his arguments in ever ful er end more closely r 
soned detail. Indeed, his procrastination verged on the pathological 

Not until 1842 did he allow h'mself “the satisfaction” of writing 
a pencil abstract of 35 pages on his theory of evolution—which was 
found more than 50 years later in a cupboard under the stairs at his 
house in Kent. In the same year he published his new and important 
theory of the origin of coral reefs based on Beagle observations, 

Darwin was always reinforcing his general thought by particular 
investigation, and the reward of particular investigation was the dis- 
covery of lessons of general value. In 1844 he made an enlarged ab- 
stract of some 230 pages on the theory of evolution. If it had been 
published, it would have had the impact of the great Origin of Species 
15 years later. Yet he waited and procrastinated and discussed his 
ideas only with a few intimate scientific friends, notably the great 
geologist Charles Lyell and the young botanist Joseph Hooker. 

Darwin continued interminably to collect facts. In October 1846, 
starting to work on some barnacles he had collected on the Beagle 
voyage, he decided to devote himself to a monograph on the barna- 
cles of the world, This was eventually published in four volumes be- 
tween 1851 and 1854, Such painstaking, systematic work was typical 
of him. If he had not done it, he would have been another kind of 
man and it is not very apt to suggest, as Darwin himself once did, 
that he was wasting his time. Darwin's barnacle years were years of 
discipline. In 1854 he at last got down to whole-time work on the 
transmutation of species, and in 1856, under Lyell’s influence, he 
began writing a vast treatise on the subject. 

However, this was never published. Early in the summer of 1858 
Charles Darwin got the greatest shock of his scientific life. Opening 
mail from the Malay Archipelago from his fellow naturalist Alfred 
Russel Wallace, he read an essay “On the Tendency of Varieties to 
Depart Indefinitely from the Original Type.” What Darwin read, 
point by point, was a summary of his own theory of evolution by 
natural selection, Wallace must always share with Darwin the glory 
of having thought of natural selection as evolution’s chief agent. His 
idea was born of as many years of field natural history as those of the 
greater genius but was not backed by the same weight of evidence 
and argument. Wallace has left his mark on the vital though less fun- 
damental study of geographical distribution, and the biologists, rath- 
er than the world at large, remember him today. 

All came well. After much heart-searching on Darwin’s part and 
the firm intervention of Lyell and Hooker, the views of Darwin and 
Wallace were communicated together to the Linnean Society on July 
1, 1858 and published in the next number of the society's Journal. 

The next and more important result was the publication of The 
Origin of Species. Strongly pressed by Lyell and Hooker, Darwin

finished the book in just over 13 months. To the end of his days he 
called it ‘only an Abstract,” though he acknowledged that it was 
“‘no doubt the chief work of my life,”’ and this is certainly true. 

The Origin was published on November 24, 1859. All 1,250 copies 
printed were sold on the same day. It was received by the public with 
a horrified fascination that extended to many of Darwin's old scien- 
tific friends. His old teacher Adam Sedgwick found parts “‘utterly 
false and grievously mischievous.” Sir John Herschel, the scientific 
philosopher, called it “the law of higgledy-piggledy.” But many of 
the best brains were convinced. Hooker, Lyell and Wallace were 
delighted. The distinguished ornithologist Alfred Newton was con- 
verted, and my grandfather, the rising young biologist Thomas Henry 
Huxley, became Darwin’s keenest protagonist. 

It is now hard to imagine the vehemence with which emotion 
guided argument about evolution in those days. When the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science met in Oxford in 1860, 
Bishop Wilberforce, a mathematician and an ambitious prelate, an- 
nounced his intention to ‘smash Darwin.” Darwin was not present. 
After speaking “‘for full half an hour with inimitable spirit, emptiness 
and unfairness,” he turned to Huxley, already known as an-avowed 
Darwinist, and ‘begged to know, was it through his grandfather or 
his grandmother that he claimed his descent from a monkey?" 

The exact words of Huxley’s reply have been lost. But one of 
his hearers recalled it thus: “I asserted—and I repeat—that a man 
has no reason to be ashamed of having an ape for his grandfather. 
If there were an ancestor whom I should feel shame in recalling it 
would rather be a man—a man of restless and versatile intellect— 
who, not content with an equivocal success in his own sphere of 
activity, plunges into scientific questions with which he has no real 
acquaintance, only to obscure them by an aimless rhetoric, and dis- 
tract the attention of his hearers from the real point at issue by 
eloquent digressions and skilled appeals to religious prejudice.” 

Since Huxley's cutting speech the educated world has come, with 
steady inevitability, to accept Darwin's conclusions. The theory of 
evolution has stood the test of time—a hundred years of time. 

There are three questions we can ask on the memorable centennial 
of this occasion. What was Darwin’s particular contribution? How 
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DARWIN continued 


does Darwinism stand today? And what effect has it exerted on the 
progress of science and on general thought? 

Darwin's essential contribution was twofold. By his patient ac- 
cumulation and analysis of facts he made it clear that plants and 
animals could not possibly have been created in their present form 
but must have undergone a long process of development—in other 
words, that evolution was a fact. And by his discovery of the princi- 
ple of natural selection and his brilliant working out of its implica- 
tions, he gave a scientifically intelligible account of how that slow 
development could have occurred by natural means without super- 
natural intervention—in other words, of the method of evolution. 
“This preservation of favorable individual differences and variations, 
and the destruction of those which are injurious,” he wrote, “I have 
called Natural Selection, or the Survival of the Fittest.” 

To tke second question—how does Darwinism stand today?—the 
brief answer is, “Very well indeed.” No reputable biologist doubts 
the fact of evolution. In fact, it provides the foundation for the 
entire structure of modern biology. And natural selection, after a 
skeptical interlude from about 1895 to 1920, has now been firmly 
established as the main method. by which evolution operates and 
the only one by which major changes can be brought about. 

Almost all the main theses put forward by Darwin are still valid, 
though modified by later discoveries. In the first place, all existing ani- 
mals and plants and most extinct species have certainly been pro- 
duced from one or a few simple ancestral forms. Indeed, we can now 
be'sure that life has been produced from non-living matter by natural 
process. The burning evolutionary problem is no longer the mecha- 
nism of the origin’ of species but that of the origin of life. 

Darwin's next conclusion, that biological evolution was slow and 
gradual and demanded very long periods of time, has been fully con- 
firmed. The fossils unearthed by paleontologists have shown no cases 
of abrupt transformation but many of gradual evolution. Paleon- 
tology has now revealed the detailed course of evolution in many 
kinds of animals, and we can now with considerable accuracy recon- 
struct its probable course in many others, including man himself. 

Darwin stressed that the working of selection is always related to 
the particular circumstances in which it is operating. He would have 
been most interested in an example of natural selection in action 
whose early effects began to show in England in his lifetime. 


Evolution and the Peppered Moth 


URING the past 80 years the Peppered Moth has turned black 
in the industrialized areas of Britain and Western Europe, due 
entirely to selection. This moth in its ordinary rural surroundings is 
camouflaged to match the tree trunks on which it rests by day. Occa- 
sionally dominant black mutants turn up; in the old days they were 
rare and much prized by collectors. Experiment shows that when 
blacks and normals are resting together on a normal tree trunk, the 
blacks are much more often seen and eaten by birds and so get elimi- 
nated—in spite of the fact that they are hardier than normals, for 
their caterpillars better resist starvation and deleterious chemicals. 
In the smoke-grimed industrial areas there are fewer insect-eating 
birds, and the “normals” no longer match their surroundings so well. 
Also the caterpillars’ food is coated with deleterious chemicals in the 
soot. So whereas in the countryside camouflage gave the normals a 
strong selective advantage, in industrial areas this advantage not only 
was less but was overridden by the blacks’ advantage in hardiness. 
In each generation more blacks survived until in such areas the pale 
forms have been reduced to a rare variety. The story of the Peppered 
Moth is a story of evolution under our own eyes. We are able to un- 
derstand it because we are the heirs to Darwin’s greatest idea. 

What else do we see through the door to new thought that Dar- 
win opened a century ago? A new vision of man and the universe. 
Darwin led us to see man’s place in nature in a new and more hum- 
ble perspective. He did not himself examine the special features and 
future of human evolution. Now alone of the animals, man knows 
that he has evolved and begins to understand what evolution means. 
Through such understanding he may to a large extent be able to 
control the future of his own evolution and progress in everything 
from mental health and population control to education and inter- 
national development of the world’s resources. 

Darwinism has blown clean winds into almost every branch of sci- 
ence and learning. It was Darwin, more than any man, who unified 
the whole field of biology. Indeed, the scattered details of botany 
and zoology, physiology and medicine, anatomy and behavior, could 
only be linked in the common framework of ideas provided by Dar- 
winism. Many other subjects, often remote from biology, benefited: 
astronomy, linguistics, archaeology, comparative religion, history, 
anthropology, psychology, all gained a new dimension. Every branch

Is the recession over? 


The answer from Business Roundup, FORTUNE’s monthly report on the economic outlook. In the July issue—out this week. 


Because of the importance this information has for the entire nation, 
FORTUNE is publishing this condensation in the pages of LIFE. 


It is no longer a question of whether the re- 
cession has touched bottom—that happened 
some weeks ago. It is no longer a question of 
how long the “bottom” will last; three months, 
or six months or twelve. The question now is 
how fast the recovery will spread and how far 
it will carry, For the upturn in business is now 
a fact and not just an expectation. 

The pickup in demand and business activity 
in the second quarter of 1958 has been aston- 
ishing both for its variety and its vigor. Not 
only have defense outlays and public works 
spending advanced sharply under the impetus 
of government action, but private housing 
starts have risen 14 per cent in two months, 
sales of new and used cars increased nearly 
10 per cent in April, and even machinery 
orders picked up 10 per cent. 

In May, twice as many industries increased 
production—e.g. steel, lumber, apparel, air- 
craft, automobiles, petroleum—as cut it. In 
May, too, the Federal Reserve's index of in- 
dustrial production rose a full point to 127 and 
probably rose another point in June. And most 
important of all, employment in May rose for 
the first time since the recession began. Per- 
sonal incomes, consequently, rose for the third 
straight month. 

The important point about the various re- 
cent upturns in output and demand is that they 
occurred independently of one another. Car 


sales picked up before the upturn in machinery 
orders and steel could affect general purchas- 
ing power. This means that there is a stronger 
inherent and continuing demand for cars and 
many other goods than many people believed. 


What really initiated the business downturn 
late last summer was not a decline in consumer 
demand but a combination of a slackening in 
business investment and a decline in defense 
spending. And what accelerated the decline 
was a sharp rise in the rate of inventory liqui- 
dation that accounted for fully half of the $28 
billion drop in national output between mid- 
1957 and the spring of 1958. 

Business profits, of course, declined even 
more than sales. Consequently, manufactur- 
ers, who had cut their rate of capital outlays 
by $3 billion a year in the first quarter of 1958, 
found that their profits in that same period 
declined by the same amount, and they were 
forced to cut their capital spending again. 
‘Thus the recession fed on itself, partly because 
Washington was late in adjusting its fiscal and 
credit policies to the new situation. 

But fiscal and credit action are now helping 
to turn the business tide and the reversal will 
be speeded by a rapid pickup in industrial out- 
put over the next six months as inventory 
liquidation comes to a halt. Business has been 
working off its inventories at an astonishing 


rate of over $10 billion a year in recent months 
and, given present sales levels, this must end 
sometime within the next six months. The 
result, in effect, will be a $10 billion gain in 
the national output. In the next six months, 
too, “final purchases” of goods and services by 
government and consumers are expected to 
rise approximately $10 billion. The momen- 
tum of this total rise of more than $20 billion 
in national product in the next six months will 
carry the economy to a new record-high level 
of output by mid-1959. 

Even the outlook for capital investment is 
brightening. While some industries still have 
excess production capacity, many by next 
year will be facing the prospect of inadequate 
production capacity again. Moreover, by 1959 
many companies will be in a position to make 
capital outlays that they could not afford this 
year. But profits should recover now, as sales 
volume recovers. Meanwhile, the flow of de- 
preciation funds into corporate treasuries is 
increasing §2 billion a year. The net of all this 
should be a mild upturn in capital outlays by 
business next year. And even a moderate up- 
turn in capital goods spending early in 1959 
would round out the business recovery and 
insure its continuation into 1960... 

‘Thus the economy is clearly launched on a 
powerful uptrend that, in the next eighteen 
months, will carry the nation’s gross output 
up more than $50 billion—to a record level of 
$470 billion a year. This $50 billion upsurge 
will outdo the 1954-55 recovery in terms of 
dollars—and match it, in percentage.

An evolutionary approach: we may remind ourselves of what this 
means in Darwin’s own words, in the immortal passage from the last 
paragraph of The Origin of Species: 

“‘Itis interesting to contemplate a tangled bank, clothed with many 
plants of many kinds, with birds singing on the bushes, with various 
insects flitting about, and with worms crawling through the damp 
earth, and to reflect that these elaborately constructed forms, so dif- 
ferent from each other, and dependent upon each other in so com- 
plex a manner, have all been produced by laws acting around us. 
These laws, taken in the largest sense, being Growth with Reproduc- 
tion; Inheritance which is almost implied by reproduction; Varia- 
bility from the indirect and direct action of the conditions of life, 
and from use and disuse: a Ratio of Increase so high as to lead to a 
Struggle for Life, and as a consequence to Natural Selection, entail- 
ing Divergence of Character and the Extinction of less-improved 
forms. Thus, from the war of nature, from famine and death, the 
most exalted object which we are capable of conceiving, namely, the 
production of the higher animals, directly follows. There is grandeur 
in this view of life . . . and that, whilst this planet has gone cycling 
‘on according to the fixed law of gravity, from so simple a begin- 
ning endless forms most beautiful and most wonderful have been, 
and are being evolved.”
